Enclosed is a photograph of a new Club Ray Fugio which I have called 24-MM since these are the next 
two open designations in your system of attribution. Also attached is a sheet of notes that I have made 
regarding the specimen — these are a bP cryptic but I believe you will be able to follow them OK, if 


not please let me know and I will expand on my observations. At the moment I am swamped with other 
personal business problems. I am also certain that Terranova would be happy for you to examine the 
specimen if you wish. At the moment he may be gun-shy because the Postal Service lost the 
Registered shipment from me to him and it took about three weeks to discover what they had done with 
it, but it did turn up OK - finally! Whew! Also- I have made film prints and compared the details 
of this specimen with the others. 

I also have some extremely interesting observations to relate to you on the dial plate markings on 
the 106 impression that I sent to you some months ago. I will do so when I have the time to get my 
notes together in some reasonable and understandable form. In general - portions of the 106 dial plate 
ornamentation on that impression actually appear on many of the regular Fugios !
